ARE RULED LEGAL 


Washington, August 6.—(/)—In- 


vestigation. of the system employed by 
the Américan Society of Composers. 
Authors and Publishers in collecting 
license fees on copyrighted music have 
revealed no violation of the anti-trust 
law, the department of justice an- 
nounced today.

A Changeable Constitution. 

The constitution was intended to be 
a measurably stable and enduring 
law, but net an unchangeable one. 

There are those in public stations 
and in academic shades who decry 
any proposition to alter, amend or 
vary the constitution, as they would 
ery out at a child with a hammer 
about to strike a rare Etruscan vase. 

But the constitution is only a law; 
the people who consented to the mak- 
ing of it can equally and as right- 
fully consent to the unmaking of it. 
They can, by an established and peace- 
ful process contained in the writing, 
abolish it in toto, substitute an en- 
tirely new one, and change this repre- 
sentative republic into a soviet repub- 
lic or a kingdom like that of Dahomey! 

Such is the sovereignty of the 
people !

No Chains on the People. 

James Wilson was one of the men 
who made the constitution and as a 
justice of the supreme. court helped 
to interpret it. Heé said: 

“The people may change the consti- 
tution whenever and however they 
please.” 

Neither he nor any of his col- 
leagues in the constitutional conven- 
tion ever dreamed that the constitu- 
tion would be deemed unchangeable. 

Madison, “the father of the consti- 
tution,” eloquently proclaimed “the 
transcendant and = precious right of 
the people to abolish or alter this 
government, as to them shall seem 
most likely to effect their safety and 
happiness.” 
_Chief Justice Marshall, in one of 
his landmark constitutional decisions, 
said of the sovereign people, “surely 
the question, whether they may re- 
sume and modify the powers granted 
to government, does not remain to 
be settled in this country.” 

So those who claimed that the peo-

ition amendment were grossly wrong: 
and those who denounce the right of 
people to advocate its -epeal are 
equally wrong.

Spurious Shibboleths. 

There are a number of shibboleths 
spoken of the constitution that are 
spurious. They pass current with the 
uninformed and sometimes lead to 

dangerous errors of conduct. 

We have “free speech” guaranteed 
against congressional abridgment, but 
any state can abridge it, if it wants 
to do so, and some have done it. No 
flien in this country, or coming from 
any other, as Karolyi or Saklatvala, 
have any constitutional right to free 
speech—to denounce publicly this. or 
any other government, to the dis- 
turbance of our public peace or tran- 
quillity. That fact is not generally 
understood.

At 11:15 she was swimming, due 
northward with the current, six and 
one-half miles from Gris Nez. Before

Because of the early tides, Gertrude 
had covered more than 13 miles, in a 
zig-zag course. 

Sister Swims. 

Luach time came, five hours after 
the start. Margaret Ederle, the swim- 
mer’s sister, slipped into the water to 
keep her company, wile Gertrude 
floated and rested and took some beef 
broth and cold chicken. 

Then she turned once more toward 
the distant chalk cliffs of England, and 
began swimming strongly, so that at 
the end of six and one-half hours she 
was 12 miles from France. 

The roughening waters in mid- 
channel which did not seem to dis- 
turb her proved too rough for 
her sister, and Margaret climbed 
back aboard the lsace, while 
the giant Egyptian, Helmy, who pull- 
Miss Ederle from the water after 
she abandoned her swim last summer, 
slipped overboard and joined her now. 

Those aboard the tugs were amazed 
by Gertrude’s speed. She swam an 
easy, effortless crawl stroke for two 
hours without letting up, cutting 
smoothly through the water with a 
minimum of splashing. 

After swimming alongside Miss 
Ederle for an hour, during which she 
joked and laughed and called mes- 
Sages to those aboard the Alsace, the 
Egyptian returned aboard the tug. 

_ Stops Tatking. 

At this point, Gertrude stopped 
talking and settled down to serious 
business. The last thing she told 
Helmy before he lefe the water was 
that she was entirely confident she 
would succeed. 

The nek&t break in the monotony of 
the long grind came when Lillian 
Cannon, who had been following Ger- 
trude on the United News tug, put 
on a bathing suit and sportingly join- 
ed her rival in the water. . 

Others greeted Miss Cannon as she 
plunged in beside Miss Hderle. 
 “Hollo, Lillian,” Gertrude greeted 
the Baltimore woman. “We're ‘50 
miles from nowhere.’ ” 
“Why, you’re almost there now,” 
responded Lilliam, cheerfully. 
Then began the closing and most 
difficult stage of the swim for Miss 
Ederle’ The sea still was rough. A 
southwest wind had slightly moderat- 
ed but a rather heavy rain was sweep- 
ing the channel, ~ 
The elements appeared to be gath- 
ering for a last effort to thwart Ger- 
trude and keep her from reaching the 
English shore. 
At 4:45 p. m., the swimmer was 
two miles northwest of the lightship 
which guards the treacherous Goodwin 
sands,. approximately seven miles 
southeast of Dover. 

Trouble Looms. 

An hour later those aboard the tugs 
looked at one another dubiously. Miss 
Ederle was being swept down the 
coast. She appeard to be tiring. Ex- 
pérts feared she would not prove able 
to hold out until the flood tide came 
at 9 p. m. Gertrude was fed supper to 
restore her waning strength. She 
alone was cheerful. 

At 6 o’clock the swimmer still had 
three miles of rough water and a 
smooth stretch approximately two 
miles wide to cross before she could 
reach shore. An ebb tide still was | 
carrying her in the wrong direction. 

Then within, the next two hours, 
came the current from the southwest 
which carried Miss Ederle to victory. 
During these hours she kept swim- 
ming bravely towards England, some- 
times making no progress whatever, 
then gradually being caught on the 
northward tide and carried past Dover 
towards Deal. ‘ 

Darkness added to her difficulties, 
but brought no touch of despair. 

At 8:45 p. m. Gertrude was within 
a mile of the white combers breaking 
on the beach near Deal, and victory 
was in sight. 

A few minutes later, swept on by | 
the tide and swimming now with 
quickening strokes,;she was making | 
great headway towards Kingsdown. 

End Comes ly. 

The end seemed to come quickly, 
after the long suspense. As soon as 
those aboard the Alsace saw that Miss 
Ederle was certain to make the shore 
they sent up blue flares which were 
answered by red lights on the beach. 

Through the surf Miss Ederle strug- 
gled shoreward, while from thousands 
on the beach a great cheer went up 
as they glimpsed her head and arms

Of Miss Ederle 


Gertrude Ederle’s record-breaking 
swim across the English channel to- 
day is the sixth time this turbulent 
stretch of water has been conquered 
in something over a half century. The 
record of the five previous triumphs, 
all by men, follow:

Charges that assets amounting to 
more than $500,000 were transferred 
by W. D. Manley, president of the 
Bankers Trust eompany and head of 
a chain of barks in Georgia and 
Florida that recently closed their 
doors, to a corporation known as “WW. 
D. Manley an _Compeny were made 
in a petition filed Friday in United 
States district court by Richard 
Courts, Jr., and Harold Hirsch, re- 
ceivers for Manley. 

The petition. was filed in an at- 
tempt to prevent dissipation of any 
assets now in the possession of Man- 
ley. It came on the heels of an ap- 
plication by Manley’s son-in-law, John 
McCullough, Jr., for appointment of a 
guardian to administer business af- 
airs for Manley. Hearing on the 
petition for a guardian has been set 
for August 14. 

The petition in federal court 
| charges ;that Manley transferred the 
money at the time he was insolvent 
“for the purpose of hindering, delay- 
ing and defrauding his creditors, who 
have claims against him for more than 
$2,000,000.” 

It was claimed in the petition that 
the receivers have gone through Man- 
ley’s files and held long conferences 
with jhim in an effort to locate and 
take possession of his assets and it 
was eect out that the assets which 
have ‘ben delivered them by Man- 
ley are “of little value.” 

The petition set forth that Herbert 
J. Haas, attorney, was entrusted with 
the assets listed by Manley and that 
he allowed the receivers to view these 
assets but would not allow them to 
be removed from a safe deposit in 
the #Pourth National bank. 

It was added that Manley had in- 
lorsed notes for approximately $900,- 
000 ‘for various banks in the chain for

Valueot Wife 
Sought in Suit 
By Deserted Mate 


New York, August 6.—The value of 
a wife has been fixed at the gross 
sum of her annual earnings multiplied 
by the number of years which, ac- 
cording to insurance tables, she has 
to live, in a suit for recovery-of $26,- 
920 for alleged alienation of affec- 
tions. 

John J. Killian, of New York, who 
has brought the action against Géorge 
Ephriam, a Chicago engineer and 
architect, bases his claim for dam- 
ages on that unique computation. 

In his papers, filed here, he says 
that his wife earned $85 a month as 
an office worker. She was 33 years 
old at the time she left him, he points 
out, and had, therefore, a life expec- 
tancy of 32.30 years. This figure 
was derived from life insurance tables, 
by multiplying Mrs. Killian’s annual 
salary by her life expectancy. 

The Killians were married June, 
1921. She left him last April to go 
with the engineer, the papers say.

A report supposedly from Moscow 
says the soviet government has or- 
dered a general mobilization. Other 
unverified reports of this character 
are that: 

The Black sea fleet bas joined the 
cause of Gregory Zinoviev. 

The district government of Tula has 
sent six divisions, mainly composed 
of non-Russians, to quell the revolt. 

(The government militarized the 
transportation system, stopping the 
entire train service of Tuta and other 
districts to head off a general strike 
by railroad men. 

The Odessa government has ordered 
55 per cent of agricultural production 
to be delivered to it, at fixed prices— 
the order being generally disregarded. 


Saloons Ordered Closed. 


Authoriti@s have ordered the closing 
of saloons in areas threatened by anti- 
soviets. 

The governor of Odessa has issued 
a proclamation promising higher pay 
to soldiers and sailors faithful to the 
government. 

Members of the bourgeoisie are join- 
ing the insurgents in the Odessa area. 

Both camps are wearing soviet uni- 
forms, those faithful to “the govern- 
ment wearing a “death head” on their 
sleeves. 

The Moscow government has ad- 
vised- its jlegations abroad to stop 
granting visas to journalists en route 
to Moscow. 

Journalists in Moscow have heen 
informed that they must send only 
government commupiques under pen- 
alty of expulvion.

Newspapers Seen 
Power tor Peace 
By Kent Cooper 


‘Williamstown, Mass., August 7.— 
(P)—An “all-inclusive” journalism 
and its power for ifiternational peace 
and for the spread of public welfare 
were described in an address today by 
Kent Cooper, general manager of The 
Associated Press at the institute of 
politics. 

Mr. Cooper declared that the his- 
tory of today is found in newspapers 
and that it is upon the facts pre- 
sented by The Associated Press des- 

atches that the judgments of 80,000,- 

readers are swayed toward in- 
dividuals and nations, 

He related how the impressive pic- 
ture of the allied troops as_ they 
marched under the arch of triumph 
in Paris in 1919 inspired the idea 
of an “all-inclusive journalism,” 
which was the faith that in the field 
of journalism something could be 
done to bring to the peoples of this 
country a better understanding of 
the conditions of life abroad. The 
march impressed him with the 
thought that mereley the change of.a 
uniform would have fitted the soldier 
of one nation into the ranks of any 
other nation, leading to _the belief 
that men throughout the world who 
had fought each other, believed they 
had nothing. in common’ with their 
énemies only because there was no 
“day by day information to newspap- 
ers, broadly, that told them of the 
simple happenings among the mil- 
lions.” 

“And so today,” said the speaker, 
“when you read a brief cable from 
some Associated Press man in a by- 
way of Europe, some little happen- 
ing that you think of trifling import- 
ance to you, interested as you are in 
the views of statesmen, remember 
this: That unfortunately there are 
millions of newspaper readers who 
have not yet the degree of interest 
that you have in foreign affairs and 
who will not read of what statesmen 
are doing but will read, easily enough, 
of some picturesque happening in 
which the only actors are in the same 
walks of life with the reader who is 
remote from that occurreence. 

“I contend that the commendable 
intent is to interest people in the 
world in which we live. The larger 
the interest the more thoroughly will 
the information be absorbed and the 
more general and the more enlight- 
ened will be the public opinion on 
matters of prime importance.”

To Dragon King 
To End Drouth 


Shanghai, August 7.—(A)—With 
weird ceremonials in. their temples to 
appease the dragon king, the Chinese 
are attempting to halt cholera which 
is daily causing more than one thou- 
and deaths in the native sections of 
Shanghai and in the Pootung district, 
across the Wangpoo river. 

Foreigners, living in concession dis- 
tricts of Shanghai as modern as Euro- 
pean or American cities, have been al- 
most immune from the scourge, only 
two of their number having, died. 

The Chinese are praying to -the 
dragon king to send rain to relieve the 
drouth and the fierce heat that is 
drying streams and parching rice 
fields. Their officials admit their 1n- 
ability to cope with the disease, al- 
though they are establishing many hos- 
pitals and otherwise endeavoring to re- 
lieve the sufferers of the highly fatal 
epidemic. 

Thousands of natives crowd the 
Chinese hospitals, whose facilities are 
utterly inadequate. Only a few cases 
can be treated, thousands dying in 
hovels without medical attention. 

Only narrow streets separate the 
foreign concessions with their 20,000 
foreigners, of whom more than 10,000 
are Japanese, from the densely: crowd- 
ed antiquated Chinese quarter.
